THE STRAIN OF MODERN LIFE. 
Leon ard P. Ay res, th e famous statistician of 
th e Clevelan d Trust Co., turn ed h is atten tion th e 
oth er day to th e ages of American presiden ts. 
He set up th e figures for all presiden ts, from 
Wash in gton to Taft, in th e form of a ch art, an d 
made th e rath er surprisin g discovery th at th e 
life-span of American presiden ts h as been stead­ 
ily deceasin g, from th e foun din g of th e republic 
to th e presen t day . 
Taft died at th e age of 72. It is a bit disturb­ 
in g to discover th at n o oth er presiden t wh o lived 
th at lon g is to be foun d un til we get back to Mill­ 
ard Fillmore, wh o occupied th e Wh ite House 
before th e Civil War. 
An d th e avertges drawn 
by Colon el Ay res are q uite as disturbin g. 
Twen ty -eigh t former presiden ts of th e Un ited 
States h ave died. If th ey are th ough t of as con ­ 
sistin g of four groups of seven each , y ou get fig­ 
ures like th ese: 
Th e average of th e first group—th e presiden ts 
from Wash in gton to Jackson —was 78 y ears. For 
th e secon d group, ex cludin g Lin coln , wh o was 
assassin ated, th e average age was 71. 
For th e 
th ird group, ex cludin g Garfield, th e average was 
66. An d 66, too, it is for th e fin al group, ex clud­ 
in g McKin ley . 
Un den iably , th e life-span of th e presiden ts is 
growin g sh orter. 
Is it, possibly , because th e 
duties of th e office h ave grown more burden ­ 


some, so th at a presiden tial term n owaday s takes 
more out of a man th an it did in th e day s of 
Adams an d Jefferson ? 
Possibly . Yet Colon el Ay res poin ts out th at rec­ 
ords of life in suran ce compan ies in dicate th at 
older people h ave a sh orter life ex pectan cy n ow 
th an was th e case a gen eration ago. Apparen tly 
th e speedy pace of th e modern age is too stren ­ 
uous, on ce a certain age is passed. People a cen ­ 
tury ago h ad fewer lux uries, fewer con ven ien ces, 
but th ey were n ot un der so great a strain . 


A PUZZLER. 
Th ere is n oth in g like this modern age for pro­ 
ducin g puzzlin g problems in th e field of morals. 
In Buffalo th ere was a y oun g man study in g to 
become a mission ary . He h ad a h ard time m ak­ 
in g both en ds meet; it was n ecessary for h im 
to earn a little mon ey by part-tim e work. So h e 
took to run n in g liq uor across th e Niagara river 
for bootleggers. 
Een tually h e got caugh t, an d a court fin ed h im 
$50 — an d, presumably , ordered h im to desist. 
An d for th e life of us we can ’t figure out just 
wh at, if an y , moral th ere is attach ed to h is story . 
To be a mission ary is to devote on eself to a h igh 
callin g — y et turn in g bootlegger to get th ere 
h ardly seems like th e righ t way to go about it. 
Does th e en d justify th e mean s?

* He set up the figures for all presidents, from 
- Washington to Taft, in the form of a chart, and 
• i.made the rather surprising discovery that the 
•Jife-span of American presidents has been stead- 
' 31y deceasing, from the founding of the republic 
lo the present day. 


'Taft died at the age of 72. • It is a bit disturb- 


ing to discover that no other president who lived 
'that long is to be found until we get back to Mill- 
ard Filhnore, who occupied the White House 
before the Civil War. And the avertges drawn 
iby Colonel Ayres are quite as disturbing. 


.Twenty-eight former presidents of the United 


States have died. If they are thought of as con- 
sisting of four groups of seven each, you get fig- 
ures like these: 


The average of the first group—the presidents 


from Washington to Jackson—was 78 years. For 
the second group, excluding Lincoln, who was 
assassinated, the average age was 71. For the 
third group, excluding Garfield, the average was 
•66. And 66, too, it is for the final group, exclud- 
ing McKinley. 


Undeniably, the life-span of the presidents is 


growing shorter. Is it, possibly, because the 
duties >of the office have grown more burden- 


some, so that a presidential term nowadays takes 
more out 'of a man than it did in the days of 
Adams and Jefferson? 


Possibly. Yet Colonel Ayres points out that rec- 


ords of life insurance "companies indicate that 
older people have a shorter life expectancy now 
than was the casp a generation ago. Apparently 
the speedy pace of the modern age is too stren- 
uous, once a certain age is "passed. People a cen- 
tury ago had fewer luxuries, fewer conveniences, 
but they were not under so great a strain. 


A PUZZLER., 


There is nothing like this modern age for pro- 


ducing puzzling problems in the field of morals. 


In Buffalo there was a young man studying to 


become a missionary. He had a hard time mak- 
ing both ends meet; it was necessary for him 
to earn a little, money by part-time work. So he 
took to running liquor across the Niagara river 
for bootleggers.

Eeiitually he got caught, and a court fined hjm 


$50 — and, presumably, ordered him to desist. 
And for the life of us we can't figure out just 
what, if any, moral there is attached to his story. 
To be a missionary is to devote oneself to a high 
calling — yet turning bootlegger to get there 
hardly seems like the right way 'to go about it. 
Does the end justify the means? '
